But after making due al- 
lonances, fur invttention to precision of 
language, the difficul: y of the subjcci, and 
the varto us Ways which men naturally take 
to illustrate a diffeult subject, | am not 
aware th: tmany of them would dissent, 
substantially, from the s.ciement now 
made. Certain it is, that the Luth: ran 
Confession exhibits th e same view. ‘Th: 
words are: ‘* The dfvine essence is ONE, 
which is called aud is God, eternal, incor- 
poral, indivisible ; of iifirite power, wis- 
dom, and g o¢ness ; the Creator and Pre- 
server of all things, visible and invisible.” 

‘The coufessi.n of Helvetia (wricten A, 
D. 1566,) declares, that ** God is ONE in 
essence or nature, subsisting by himself, 
all suficient in himselt, mvisible, without 
a body, infiuite, eternal, the Creator of all 
things visible and invisible, &c.” It adds, 
* we detest the multitude of gods, because 
it is expressly written, The Lord thy God 
is one God, &c.” 

The Confession of Basil (A. D. 
declares, that there is ** OnE eternal, al- 
migh'y , God, in essence and substance, and 
not three gods.’ 

The Coute ito of the Waldenses states, 
that the Holy ‘Trinity, ** is in essence on 
only true, alone, cternal, almighty, and in- 
comprehensible Gud, of onE equal indtvis- 
thle essence.” 

The French Conf ssion (A. D. 1566) 
says, ** We believe and acknowl: dge onE 
only God, who is onE un/y and simple es- 
sence, spiritual, eternal, invisible, unmuta- 
ble. i: ‘finite, ko.” 

The English Confession (A. D. 1562) 
that the Father, Son, and Holy 
Ghost, * be of ONE power, of ONE majes- 
iy, of oxE eternity, of one Godhead, and 
on® substance. And alihouzh these three 
pere ns be so divided, that neither the Fa- 
ther is the Son, nor the is the Holy 
Ghost, nor the Father; yet nevertheless, 
we believe thet there is but onE very Ged.” 

The Confession of Belgin (A. D. 1°66) 
declares, that ** There is ONE only simple 
and spirit il essence, which we call God, 
eternal, incompreheusible, invisible, immu- 
table, infi.ite, &e.” 

The articles of the "nglish, e; iscopal 
church declare, that “there is but onk 
living and true God, everlusting, without 
body - parts, passions, éic.’ 

The confession of th Re formed churches 
Netherlonds, r-vised at the Syuod 
of Dort, (A. D. 1618—1619) declares, 
‘““ We believe that there is ONE on/y 
simple, spiritual Being, which we call God ; 
eternal, incomprehensible, 
invisible, immutable, jufiuite, &c.” (Vide 
Harmony of Conf. ssions.) 

With these serees the Wesimiuster Con- 
fession, approved by the gene rat Assembly 
of Divines in A, ny 1647, adopt: d by all 
the Presbyt rian churehes im Sie at Britain 
& America, and assented to by a great part 
of the Congregational churches in New- 
inglind. Its words are; ‘* There ts but 

wE only living aad truce God, who is in- 
‘ite in being ay a pure spirit, 
invisible, Without body, parts, or passions, 
immutable, immense, eternal, incompre- 
hens ible, &e.” [ West. Con. p. 32. | 

Now is this the denial of the divine unt- 
fy, with which we are implicitly charged ? 
Can Unitariaus present a diffrent or 
more complete description of the divine 
unity, than these Symbols of the different

But admitting our stetement of the di- 
vine uvity to be correct; you will aver, 
probably, that my second proposition is 
subversive of the first And this is what I 
shall now endeavor to ifvestigate. 

The cominon language of the Trinitarian 
Symbols is, ** That there are three PER- 
sons tm the Godhead.” In your comments 
upon this, you have all along explained 
the word person, just as though it were a 
given puint, that we use the term here in 
its ordinary acceptation as applied to men. 
Bui can you satisfy yourself th: it this is do- 
ing Us justice? What is plainer in Charch 
History, than that the word person was in- 
troduced into the creeds of ancicnt eludes 
mirely as a term which would express the 
disagreement of christians in geveral, with 
the repuied errors of the Sabellians, and 
others of similar sentiments, who denied 
the existence of any real distinction in the 
Godhead, and asserted that Father, Son, 
und lioly Ghost were merely attributes of 
God, or the names of difftrent ways itv 
which he revealed himself to mankind, or 
of different relati ns which he bore to them, 
and in Which ke acted?) The Nicene Fa- 
thers meant to deny the correctness of 
this statement, when they used the word 
person, by implying thet there was some 
real, not merely nominal distinction iu the 
Godhé ‘ad; and that something more than 
a diversity of relation or action in respect 
to us, was intended, They used the word 
person because they supposed it approxi- 
mated nearer tp designating the existence 
of a real distinciion, than any other which 
they could choose. Most certainly, nei- 
ther they, nor ary intelligent Trinitarian 
could use this term, in such a latitude as 
you represent us as doing, and as you at- 
tach to it. We profess to use it, merely 
from the poverty of language; merely to 
designate our belief of a real distinetion in 
ihe Godhead; and nor to describe, inde- 
pendent, Couscious beings, possessing sepa: 
raie and equal essences, wend perfections. 
Why should we be obliged so often to ex- 
plain ourselyes on this point? Is there any 
” re difficulty here, or any thing more ob- 
noxious, than when you sy, ** God is an- 
gry with the wicked every day?” You 
defend yourself in the use of such an ex- 
pression, by seying, that it is only the lan- 
suage of approximation ; that itis intend- 

d to describe that in the mind of the Dei- 
iy, or in his actions, which corres;,onds 
in some measure, or in some respect, to 
anger in men; not that he really feels the 
passion of ager. You will permit me, 
a t» add, that we speck of persons in 

¢ Godhead, to designate that which jin 
some respect or other corresponds to pers 
son us applied tomcn, i. e. some distine- 
tion ; not that we attach to it the meaning 
of thre e beings, with a sepsrate Cconscious- 
ness, will, omnipotence, omniscicnce, &e. 
" here is then, our inconsistency in this $, OF 
the absurdity of our language; provided 
there isa real foundation in the ‘Scripture 8, 
on which we may rest ti fact of a distinc- 
tion, that we believe to exist? 

| could heartily wish, indeed, that the 
word person never had come into the Sym- 
bols of the Churches, because it has been 
the occasi n of so much unnecessary dis- 
pute and difficulty. But since it isin Com- 


mon use, it is dificult, perhaps uppossible, 
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altogether to reject it. Tfit must be retoim- 
ed, I readily coneede that the use of 1 
ought to be so guarded, as not to lead chris- 
tians in general into erroneous ideas ol 
God. Norecan I suppose that christians 
generally have such ideas, or understand it 
to mean what you attribate to our belief. 
Then surely it isnot the best mode of con- 
vincing your opponents, to take the word 
ina sense so different from that in which 
they understand it, and charge them with 
absurdities consequent upon the language 
of their creed. It has always been a con- 
ceded point, that in the discussion of dith- 
cult subjects, or the statement of them, 
terms might be used aside from their ordi- 
nary import. And what can teach us iy 
a plainer manner, that Trinitarians do use 
the word person in this way, than that 
they agree that Ged ts one, im essence and 
in attributes? 

It might have been justly expected, lile- 
wise, that befure they were charged wii 
subverting the divine unity, the meaning 
of the word person, should have been care- 
fully investigated, in the ancient records 
which describe its first introductiyn inio 
the Symbols of the Church. One of your 
rules of exegesis, to which I have with ai: 
my heart assented, demands that ** every 
word .... . should be motlified and ex- 
plained, according to the subject which is 
discussed, according to the PURPOSES, 
feelings, circumstances and principles of 
the writer... Do us the justice to apply 
this law of interpretation to our language, 
and the dispute between us about th 
mearing of person is forever at an end. 

What is then, you doubiless will ask, 
that distinction in the Godhead, which the 
word person is meant to designate? J an- 
swer without hesitation, that I do nt 
know. The fact that a distinction exists, 
is what we aver; the definition of that dis 
tinction is what I shall by no means at- 
tempt. By what shall 1, or can. 1 d: fine 
it?) What simile drawn from created cb- 
jects, which are necessarily derived ond 
dependent, can jilustrate the mode of os- 
istence in that Being, who is underived, ii 
dependent, unchangeab!, infinite, eternal: 
T confess myself unable to advance e si 
gle step here, m_ the explanation of what 
the distinction is. J receive the pact tha! 
rt exists, simply because I believe that the 
Seriplures reveal the FACT. 

And if the Scriptures do reveal] the fact, 
that there are three persons (in the sens 
explained) in the Godhead; that there is 
a distinction on which are founded the ap- 
pellations of Father, Son, and Holy Ghost ; 
which lays the foundation for saying, with 
propriety, 7, Thou, He; for to speak of 
sending and being sent; of being with 
God; of being in his bosom, and othit 
things of the like nature ; and yet that the 
divine nature is equally predicable of each ; 
then it is, like every other fact revealed, 
to be received simply on the credit of di- 
vine revelation. 

Is there any more difficulty in under- 
standing the fact, that there is a distinc- 


sin- 


tion in the Godh ad, (the existence of 


which we are r-quired to belicve, and on 
which are founded some of the most inter- 
esting and delightful exhibitions of the di- 
vine character, although we cannot tell in 
what the distinction consists, or in other 
wor'ls, caniot define it,) than there is in 
believing that God possesses an underived 
existeiice?) With what shall we compar 
such an existence? All other beings ar 
derived ; and, of course, there is no objeci 
in the universe with which it can be com- 
pered. To define it then, is beyond our 
reach. We can approximate towards a 
conception ofit, merely by negatives, We 
Geny that ihe divine existence has any au- 
thor, or cause; and when we have done 
this, we have not defined i, but simply 
said that a certain thing docs not belo: g¢ to 
it. Here we must resi; and archangels, 
probably, cannot proceed beyond this. 
Now in regard to the distinction in the 
Godhead, which we believe to exist; we 






say, Itt: nei a mere distinction of attri- 
bules witch are known to us, of relation to 
us, of modes of action, or of relation be- 
tween any known attributes and substance 
or essence. We betieve the Seripture S$ pus- 
tify us in these negations. But here we 
leave the subj-ct. We uadertake (at least 
the Trinitarians of our country with whom 
1 am acquainted underiake,) uot ay all to 
describe affirmatively, the distinction in the 
Godhead. When you will give me an affirm 
ative description of underived exist nee, | 
will engage to furnish you with one of per- 
sonin the Trinity. Youdo no: reject the be- 
lief of self-existence, merely beeause you 
cannot affirmatively define it; neither do 
we of a distinction in the G chead, b - 
cause we eannot affirmatively define it. 
What is the elernity of God? You an- 
swer by telling me, that there never was a 
time, and never will be one, in which he 
did not exist. True; but then, what was 
time, before the planetary system, which 
measures it, had an existence? And what 
ill time be, when these heavens und this 
arth shall be blotted out? Besides, pass- 
jag over ihis dificulty about time, you 


God's etirmity ; you deny certain things 
of him, and then aver that he is efernal. 
Yet becouse you cannot ailirmatively de- 
scribe eternity, you would aot reject th 

bolief of the fuct that God Is efernal. Why 
should I reject the belief ot a distinet n 
in the Godhead, because | cannot affirma- 
ively d.fine it ?

SEPARATION OF MAINE. 

Returns of votes from 165 towns give a 
majority of 9,980 in favor of separation, 
‘The District contains about 240 towns end 
plantations. The tmportant question may 
thevefore be considered as decided—and 
Maine is about to assume her rank among 
the sisters of the Republic. 

The votes are to be r turned to the office 
of the Secretary of the Commonwealth, on 
or before the 4th Monday of the present 
month, (23d.)

lamation anoouncing the result—and if 
the decision is in favor of the measure, 
(ard this is cvident if the voles are duly 
retumed) the proclamation js to call upon 
the pe ople of suid District to chovse Dele- 
citesin their respective towns on the 3d 
Moaday of Scpt. next, (20:b,) to consti- 
tute a Convention to form a State Const 
tution for said Pistrict. The Convention 
is fo mect at.

fOct. (1 Ith )— And if a constitution is 
ormed it is t. be submitt)d te the pe pl 
of the District to be decided upon in spe- 
cial town mertiugs—ard if aperoved by 
them will becom ‘the Constitution of the
